4b«r bsppioess flowed, was now, when leis 
tir« permitted, seldom or never out of her 
b i n i i . knd in lonely places, where there was 
B« iMMtto ear to hearken, did the dying giil 
M a Mf^ort ber heart, when quakin«; in 
natani fciw of the grave, singing to herself 
b y o M r M psalms. 
But ber hour was not 
yet coatè—though by the decrees of Provi- 
deoc^dèomed to be hideous with almost in- 
•xpWil« guilt- 
As for herself—she was in- 
n o l ^ M the lionot fhit tang beside her in 
tbe broom, «ad innocwit m 
she to be up to 
lbtlà«( Swobbing« of ber religio<ia heart.— 


When the sunshine fell upon (be leaves of 
her Bible, the orphan seemed (o see in the 
holy words, brightening through the radiance 
assurances of forgiveness for all her sins— 
small sins indeed—yet l o her humble end 
contrite heart exce^Keg great— aod to be 
pardoned only by the intercession of Him 
who died for us on tbe tsee. 
Often, when 
clouds were in (he sky and blackness cov- 
ered (he Book, hope died away from tbi» dis- 
colored page—and the lonely creature wept 
and sobbed over (be doom denounced on all 
who sin, and repent not—wbeiher in deed 
or in (bought. 
And thus religion becamt- 
within ber an awful thing, (ill, in her resig 
nation, she feared to die. 
But look on that 
flower by the hill side path, withered, as it 
seems, beyond 
(he power of sun and air, 
and dew, and rain to restore it to life. 
Next 
day. you happen to return to the place, its 
leaves are « f a dazzling green, its blossoms 
of a dazzling crimson. 
So was it with this 
orphan. 
Nature, as if kindling toward ber 
in sudden love, not only restored ber in 
few weeks (o life—but lo perfect health; and 
ere long she, whom few had looked at and 
for whom sttll fewer cared, was acknowledg. 
ed to be the fairest girl in all the p a r i s h - 
while she continued (o si(, as she bad always 
done from very childhood, on (he poor s / o m 
in the lobby of^ the kirk. 
Such a face, such 
a manner, in one so poorly attired and so 
meanly placed, atlracted (he eyes of (he 
young Ladies in (he Patron's Gallery. Mar 
garet Burnside was (aken under (heir espe- 
cial protection—sent for two years to a su- 
perior school, where «he was taught all things 
useful for persons in humble life—and while 
scarce yet fifteen, returning (o her native 
parish, was appointed teacher of a small 
school of her own, lo which were sent all the 
girls that could be spared from, home, those 
of parents poor as her own bad been, up (o 
those of tbe farmers and sma'l proprie(ors, 
who knew the blessings of a good education 
—and thai without it, the minister may preach 
in vain- 
And thus Margaret Burnside grew 
and blossomed like the lily of the field — 
and every eye blessed her, and she drew 
forth her breath in gratitude, pie(y and peace. 


Thus a few happy and useful years passed 
by—and it was forgotten by all—but herself 
—that Margaret Burnside was an orphan.' 
But to be without one near and dear blood 
relative in all the world, must often, even to 
tbe happy heart of youthful innocence, be 
more than a pensive—a painful thought; and 
therefore, though Margaret Burnside was al- 
ways cheerful among her little scholars, yet 
in tbe retirement of ber own room, (a pretty 
oarlor, with a window looking into a flower* 
gardVn.) and on her walks among the braes,

ful, as if memory dwelt often on paoi sor- 
rows, and hope scarcely ventured to indulge 
in dreams of future repose. 
That profound 
orphan feeling embued her whole character; 
and soinetiuies when (he young ilades from 
the castle smiled praises upon her, she re- 
tired in gratitude lo her chamber—and wept. 


Among (he friends at whose houses she 
visited were the family of Moorside, the high- 
est hill farm in the parish,« nd on which her 
father had been a hind. 
It consisted of the 
master, a man whose head was grey, hi-j son 
and daughter, and a grandchild, her scholar, 
whose parents were dead. 
Gilbert 
Adam 
son had long been a widower—indeed bis 
wife had never been in tbe parish, but had 
died abroad. 
He had Deen a soldier in his 
youth and prime of manhood; and when he 
came (o settle at Wooiside, he had been 
looked at with no very friendly eyes, for evil 
rumors of his character had preceded bis ar 
rival there—and in (hat peaceful 
pastoral 
palish, far removed from (he world's strife, 
suspicions, without any good reason perhaps 
bad attached themselves to the morality and 
religion of a man, who had seeti much for- 
eign service, and had passed the be:st years 
oi hia life in the wars. 
It was long before 
these suspicions faded away, and with some 
they still existed in an invincible feeling o[ 
dislike, or even aversion.

Singularly hand- 
some, and wrh manners above his birth, 
Ludovic was welcome wherever he wen(, 
both with young and old. N o merry making 
could deserve the name without him; and at 
all meetings for the display of feats of strength 
and agility, far and wide through more coun- 
ties then one he was (he chwnpion. 
Nor 
had he received a mean education. 
All that 
the parish schoolmaster could teach he knew; 
and having been the darling companion of 
all (he gentlemen's sons in (he Manse, the 
faculties of his mind had kept pace with 
theirs, and from them he caught unconscious- 
that demeanor so far superior to what 


so dear to Margaret—more perhaps then ber 
heart knew, because that, like herself, sbt 
was an orphan. 
But tbe creature was also 
a merry and a madcap child, and her freak 
ish pranks, and playful perverseness, as sh« 
toss<;d her bead iDuntaroeabieglee, and when 
dancing and singing, like a bird on the buoghs 
of a tree, all day long, by some sirange syin 
pathies entirely won (he heart of her who, 
throughout all her childhood, had been fa 
miliar with grief, and a lonely sbedder o( 
(ears* 
And thus did Margaret love ber, it 
might be said, even with a very mother's 
love. 
She generally passed her free Satur- 
day afternoons a( Moorside,and often s l ^ t 
(here all night with little Ann in her bosom. 
At such times Ludovic was never from horn« 
and m»ny a Sabbath he walked with her to 
(he kirk—ail (he family together—and once 
by themselves along the moor—a forenoon 
of perfect sunshine, which returned upon 
him in bis agony in his dying day. 


Nc one said, no one thought; that Ludo-

was a bro(her, and more; a name sacred aa 
(hat of sister, by which she always called her 
Alice, and was so called in return. 
But to 
Ludovic, who had a soul of fire, Margaret 
was dearer far than ever sister was to the 
brother whom, at the sacrifice of her own 
life, she might have rescued from death.— 
Go where be might, a panthom was a( hi^-« 
side—a pale fair face for ever fixed its mel- 
ancholy eyes on h<K, as if foreboding some 
thing dismal, even when they faintly smiled; 
and once he awoke at midnight, when all 
the house were asleep, crying, with shrieks

passion of love, that darkens 
its own dreams of delight with unimagina 
ble horrors!

debts due by the estate of John Nicholson, 
once tbe partoei of Robert Morris, of Revo 
iutionary memory are said to amount to 122 
millions of dollarr<! 


He was Comptroller General of the State 
of PennsylvaniH, from 1782 to 1795, aod in 
some way used ihe public funds to carry on 
his speculations. 
Of the ex(en( of his lan- 
ded possessions, some conception may be 
formed from tbe fact, that his brother, Sam- 
uel Nicholson, after a very laborious inves* 
tigation, reported (c the government, ia 1806 
that the lands to which he had indisputable 
tille, covered one sevenlb.o} tbe surface of 
the Stale. 
In a ie((er (o an intima(e friend, 
he mentioned a transfer in a single opera- 
tion of between one and two millions acres, 
in Georgia. 


Ab(>u( the year 1798, he became seriously 
embariassed, and died in the year 1800.— 
As he was a debtor (o (he Commonwealih, 
ihe S(aie had a lien on all his lands. 
Many 
of these have been cleared of all incumbran- 
ces by compromise, but the lien still remains 
on more than a million of acres, rendeiing, 
as a committee ol the legislature says, 'titles 
doubtful and uncertain, retarding the im- 
provement of the Commonwealih. and keep- 
ing ail concerned in endless suspense.' 


T o adjust the conflicting claim of landhold- 
ers, heir^, creditors, and the comtnonwealth, 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania, a few years 
since, instituted a special court, called the 
Nicholson Court, with plenary powers in tho 
premises. 
And, the people of Erie county 
in that State, have been not a little a.sioun 
ded by an order from that Court, which if 
carried into effect, wi I cause nearly the whole 
county to pass under (ha auctioneer's ham- 
mer in about five weeks lime! 
It appears 
to have been tbe first intimation they had, 
that their lands were embraced in the claim. 


Great also was the surprise and alarm in 
the county of Heaver, when a handbill was 
received from Pittsburgh, containing lists of 
land (o be sold at Pittsburgh on the 24ih ol 
October, by order of tbe Nicholson 
Court. 
On examining ii, there were found embraced 
in it, two or three bundreii tracts, of four 
hundred acres each, altogether I'xceeoing 
one hundred thousand acres, of the best 
land in the country, and embracing nearly a 
forth part of its territorial limits.

vertisement to sell is, it IS alleged, ti e first 
intimation that John Nicholson ever had a 
claim to a single tract of (and in the county; 
the many hundreds, nay, almost 
thuusands 
of persons now iu possevs.sion, not dreaming 
of insecurity from that or any other quarter.

Transplanting.—The 
fall is decidedly the 
best season for transplanting all kinds of 
hardy trees, though this is contrary to the 
general 
opinion throughout 
(he country. 
Many say they have never succeeded so well' 
as in the spring. 
The reason is that (heir 
fall planting has not been performed in due 
season. 
If trees are carefully planted andf 
secured froni being blown about by the windr 
any time in the latter half of ibe month of 
October, or ihe first week in November,* 
they will gain nearly a year's growth over 
those planted (he follcwiog .«pring. 
Besides 
the spring is always a busy season wiib the 
farmer, and the planting of trees.shrubs, &c. 
if deferred till then, is frequently forgotten' 
entirely. 


Persons who intend planting orchards or 
making improvements around (heir dwellings 
by planting ornamental forest trees, shrubs, 
&c., should avail themselves of ihe very 
earliest period of the present month suita- 
ble for doing so. 
It is also the only prOpor 
time for transportitig trees. See. to the in- 
terior of the country. 
Trees can be carried 
safely by canal to the most distant west, if 
shipped early; in spring it is qui(e imprac- 
ticable, us vegetation is invariably too far 
advanced before canal navigation commenc- 
es. 


Many persons possessing a heavy clay 
soil, have become quite discouraged from' 
their trees dying year after year; 
several 
have told me that it is no use for them to 
plant more, as they will not live. 
The dif- 
ficulty is, they have taken no more 
care in 
planting than is requisite in the finest san- 
dy loam. 


In stiff adhesive soils, the subsoil should 
be dug out at least one foot deeper and two 
feet further in circumference than the root» 
of the tree require, and good ftiable surface 
soil filled in; and the surface should be kept 
as Well hoed as a flower border, during the 
first year at least after planting. 
Let those 
who have a heavy clay soil, pursue this 
practice and they will be successful.
